It will have been observed from infer 
mation recently published that tlie 
country watered by tbo Upi)Pr Colum- 
bia, commonly known as the Kooienuy 
country , is steadily increasing in reia. 
live imporianee. Kor will tho fact 
huve passed unobserved that we uro 
Btill dependent upon a wretched mean- 
dering trail or bridle-paih an tho soli) 
means of communication, and tliai the 
lew persons possessed of sufficient pluek 
and plod to aileni|it ihe p:i8sago are 
compelled to cross mid recrcss the iniir- 
national boundnry in otder to reach a 
Br^li^h mining camp, and, in thus invad- 
ing foreign territory, are exposed to 
Joris, inoonvenieneo and dangeis before 
which less courageous people would 
■oooomb. In point ot fact it may be 
said that the trade of Ko. unay in 
virtually h at to the Colony ; and it mny 
fairly bo;adf'ed that, lor a cnmp.iraiivcly 
Binall ODllay, involving no more than 
the value of the trade a single year ,( uai- 
mutiication might be c-U'l'lislied wh eh 
would seeuie to the Colony aliiiosi Uie 
entire trade. Indatd, it has been esti 
mated by men of exp rieuco in such 
matters, that tho amount which tho 
BOpplies lor that region htvo paid 
in freight alone during the precent yeui 
would have sofBcid to ^pen BUeh owm- 
muni'Blion; and thai freiglu, be it 
remembered, bus been paid to fuieign 
Bttamboat-ownern and piichers in the 
passage ot these supplies through foreign 
cbani els. Now, if iliis ha so, and there 
appeiirs to be no room for doubt upon 
the SUt'ject, it is obvious tbat tbe policy, 
If one can 80 call it, pa^^ued by onr 
Govrnmeni in witbholdi"g tho e.ipen- 
dituro ni'O saury lo esmblish suoli coin- 
munieaii'^n, is a pem y wise and pound 
foolish policy. Bui the full breadth and 
depth of the injury b»-ing inflicted upon 
the Colony ihroujjh the Btupid policy 
of the Ooverutuent io this roKpec does 
not appear at the first olu^h. Doubt- 
less it is of great coneecjuence to our 
merchants, st-omboat owntrs, and 
packers, and iodireoily to all cla-8.«H, 
that tbe eoiire trade of an important 
lectioD ot the Colony fl ws lurough 
foreign chauDels. Yet this is by no means 
the only loss such a condition of things 
entails. Were lb it trade conducto.l 
through our own lerriiory wu should 
quickly find selileinent and perOJunenl 
deTolopment springing into exi-teace in 
its wake. We have seen in the ca-e of 
Cariboo how the construction of high, 
ways of tralhc to tho iuioriur coniluee'* 
toselllemcni. it i- known thai the 
nature of the counuy which would bu 
intersected by a highway to Kooteaay 
is such as would make it the most at- 
tractive in the Colony. In point ol 
climate, soil, loca ion, and water, it may, 
perhaps, be regarded as the gaid ii 
of British Columbia, and ihe fact iliiU 
its ferule valleyx and luxuriant gru-^s- 
raogOB exiend to tho voigo Of the nam- 
ing camp re-ders it certain that from 
these would the necessary supplies bu 
drawn to sustain the mining population 
It may be askod, "II such facil lies exist 
for farming and eiock rai-ing, how 
is it that ti supplies still cnnio across 
the boundary linu, notwithstanding the 
heavy duty iinpo-ed theroon liy tho 
OoBtome Tarifi" V" We have already said 
tbat Betllement is very apt lo follow m 
the wako of commerce. In the aiij i„ 
cent American Territory, where certainly 
no greater natoral facilities exi-^i, tboru 
are all the e8tubli^hed interests ano 
channels, for the mosi part created by 
that very trade the loss ot which wo are 
deploring. On our own side there is a 
total ab-ence of these, and a comparison 
of the condition of things found oxmi- 
ing on oiiherslduot the boundary lino 
has the ioevilable ell'ect of preventing 
Bettlomonl to any appreciable extent on 
this side. Bui lot a good and perma- 
nent highwiiy established, such as 
would at once command th'* trail.j o! 
that region and lh« confidonco of tho 
people, and wo should at once see 11. o 
choice landi along the enliic line ct that 
highway occupied by a Uu-iliy popula- 
tion. And of what beneht,, we would 
ft'-k, are the Kooieuay.or any other gold 
fields to the Colony unles'* th-i'ir devol- 
opment le noado to contribute to vbo es- 
tablishment ot interesiB more pcima- 
nunl than gold dig^iuf,' .'"-oc.-s 
of gold mining is an impovoriBtn"g ono, 
BO tar as the Colony is concerned at 
least, unless made to conuiou o lo more 
permaoeut developiuem, Too more 
reveooo derived liom the supplies 
brought across ihe bouti 'ary line to sup- 
porl the minus is a inu'o illusory advan- 
tage It wottld bo butter for tho Colony

bodied souls — who oat and drink with 
full average beartineas, and who dross 
well, must contribute a considerable 
sum towards the colonial revenue, de- 
rived cbiotly, as it is, from an import 
doty.

$765 82 in the form of harbor dues, 
which would be qqual to $1,531 64 fo^ 
the year.

Vol nothing practical has come of it all. 
The bridges ^till remain in a condition 
certainly in no degree improved by the 
lapse of time, and the streets ood inuo 
lo glory in all ^heir primeval roaghness, 
leaving the inhahitaiiiH to pick their way 
'hrough rotk and mue. iS'ow, we con- 
lend this in not exactly tho sort of 
treatment the people of Niinaiino have 
a rif^ht 10 expect from a Government 
towards the support of which they have 
un I berally aud co uncomplainingly con- 
trihu ed these twelve or fi'ftoon years 
We do not pretend t ) BUggosl that any 
arliitrary rule should be laid down which 
would entitle a given community to exn 
ptet a fix 'd proportion ol the amount 
contributed towards tbe general revenue 
10 bu oxpefided (orlooal purposes, iiuch 
a rule would manitesily be impractica- 
hlo. But. we do contend that the people 
of Nanaitno have a right to expect Iha- 
lluir jusi demands wdl be properly at' 
lendu l 10 and that nscessary local im. 
provonients will receive a fair share of 
aitentiou and of public expenditure. 
Tho ciroumstance of ilioir having con- 
tributed some 81,500 towurd-i the rov- 
en;;e this year in road luxes, while thei' 
own roads and bridges are still left in 
!iwA\ a wretcliod coiidr i'Mi is one which 
mn t i.'O peculiarly gulling to the people 
ot i^anaimo ; and we do not think i . is 
too much to preiici that tbe oolleciiou 
of that tax will involve nomo iroublo 
ail ilicr year, unless u dispo-iiiioii to do 
jiislly I'V Uiem bo manite tod mouuwhila 
by Uu; Goverument We are disposed 
I , iliink the people of Nanaimi would 
bo studying their owq interests iti seek- 
ing lo bo incorporated as a Mouicipaliiy, 
with a very simple cousiiiutiou whioh 
would enable Iheiu to apply certain taxes 
to local |.iurpo-«os. or course wo should 
iioi expeCL ihem to do this until auch 
tune aa tbe Government bus given them 
a fair start, by performing a simple act 
of justice.
